are now about three or four miles from the Marne river 
the scene cf their 
decisive defeat 
in the autumn of 1914, when P a u j w a i 
raved from Von K luck’s hordes. 
There has been no slickenm g in the German piet"<ure, and viclent as­ 
saults against the Anglo-French positions continue all along thq line, cn 
both flanks of the salient and in the center.
